GROWING  THE  DAHLIA 

Plant  the  bulbs  any  time  between  May  1st  and  June 
21st.  Plant  them  about  four  inches  deep  horizontally. 
Sandy  soil  is  the  best  for  dahlias.  Manure  should  be 
spread  upon  your  land  in  the  fall  and  plowed  in.  I  have 
found  that  a  mixture  of  cow  manure  and  horse  manure 
makes  an  excellent  fertilizer.  Cultivate  the  soil  at  least 
once  a  week,  twice  is  better.  When  the  plants  begin  to 
bud  spread  on  a  little  good  commercial  fertilizer.  Water 
once  a  week  and  be  sure  to  soak  the  soil  thoroughly  as  a 
little  water  on  the  top  does  more  harm  than  good.

This  giant  bloom  won  over  two  others 
of  the  same  variety,  they  being  14%  and  15 
inches  in  diameter. 

The  predominating  color  of  this  Giant  H.  C.  is  a 
rich  wine  red,  with  an  under  tone  of  brilliant 
crimson  maroon,  tips  of  petals  carrying  a  slight 
bluish  violet  tone,  which  greatly  enhances  the 
beauty  of  the  flower.  Flowers  are  well  formed, 
full  centered,  of  true  H.  C.  type,  and  are  held 
high  above  the  foliage  on  stiff  stems  and  look 
you  right  in  the  face.  Does  not  burn,  and  is  a 
splendid  keeper  both  on  the  plant  and  when  cut. 

Plant  is  a  strong  healthy  grower,  attaining  to  a 
height  of  7  to  8  feet.  Foliage  dark  green,  and  to 
date  has  never  suffered  from  attack  of  leaf  hop¬ 
pers.  Prolific  bloomer  from  early  to  late,  and  it 
is  no  uncommon  thing  to  see  five  to  six  giant 
blooms  on  a  plant  at  a  time.
